Thus it’is that the West, with its di¬ 
versified resources and vast domain, 
as a broad field to develop man’s 
greatest genius and widest activity, 
lias satisfied .the romance' of the 
most adventurous spirits as well, 
as the ambition of the tnany who 
struggle for fame and fortune. 
While its teeming soil seldom fails 
to give ample and large returns to 
the honest agriculturalist, who here 
with a reasonable amount of capi¬ 
tal soon become^ a very prince 
•among the tillers of the soil, and 
often without any capital, except 
• his pluck and industry,’ is enabled 
to carve out a rural western home 
amid scenes of quiet pastoral beauty.

That as common car¬ 
riers we could offer him only ordin¬ 
ary rates, and when he positively 
charged the railway with its high 
east bound rates as being really re¬ 
sponsible for his misfortune in not 
being able to fulfil his matrimonial 
engagement, we were forced to de¬ 
fend our position; hence the pro¬ 
posed rebate certificate. Thatsilenc- «\ 
ed all his arguments, and filled him 
with enthusiasm at the possibility 
of such a thing' being accomplished; 
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Having U 1011 ami thorn given our 
word that wo would push our iduu 
tliYough at any coat in the interests 
of the young nion of tho Weal, wo 
have only aimed tokeepomvpromisu, 
and as General Grant said " I in* 
tend to tight it out on this linedf it. 
takes all summer.” 

This young man’s cxperionfco is 
tho key to tho situation, ami only 
illustrates tho ease of hundreds, of 
others that are continually occuring, 
and becomes one of the greatest 
drawbacks experienced ni,the West 
by young men of .sterling qualities, 
who, with limited ■ capital, leave 
their old associations ip the East,' qr

return to < the ojrl, home scene? for 
tl|e girl of their heart, the one to

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ml,urn, over the same route, 
they find the door .closed against 
tho fondest dronin' of their lives, 
hence delay, discouragement ami 
disaster. Uf courseythis is a silent 
subject,-most of tlreso young men 
never breathe tho facts of their dis¬ 
content, and often sacrifice years 
'of accumulation, leave their home¬ 
steads, and go back disgusted, all 
for the want of companionship, 
while their 1 neighbor^ with good 
helpful companions soon become 
independent farmers. These may bo 
stubborn facts but facts they are, 
and facts they " will remain, hence 
they demand attention and reform. 

Gladstone, the grand old man, 
has said that “ a nation should so 
make its laws that it will be as hard 
as.possible for men to do wrong, and 
as easy 'as possible to do right,” 
and upon this broad principal we 
base the Ilebato Marriage Certifi¬ 
cate. 

A prominent writer has said “ it 
has been figured out by a statistical 
^official that there are 31 criminals 
Y every 1000 bachelors and only 
11 criminals to every 1000 married 
Jnen. From this showing he argues 
that matrimony restrains men from

THE USE OF THE (JERTIFICATE.

Any young man going 
oiy a journey, with .yiew to matri¬ 
mony, and having .no definite plans 
of choice, can purchaso the certifi- , 
cate,"and if^lie "faiIs w-, comply with 
its conditions, simply forfeits the 
Value of the certificate and the 
Amount of rebate specified thereon 
-for tlie return journey. There is no 
harm done, the transportation com¬ 
pany is secured ever y t ime, and the ■ 
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young man.has still another chance 
of trying his fortuno if ho so desires. 
The certificate is designed to go in¬ 
to general use, and will work vico- 
vorsa, east or west, north or south, 
trans-oocanic or' trans-continental. 
Its universal adoption would only 
enhance its merits and utility, its 
homo is the wide world of travel.

BETTER THAN EXCURSION 
TICKETS. , 

The excursion ticket b is its place, 
ajid acts an important pr rt in.pleas¬ 
ing the masses atid winning traffic, 
when, for Various reasons, the peo- 
|)le are determined tr go in a crowd. 
But one of the greatest drawbacks 
to excursions is the fact, that, ow¬ 
ing to the neccessity of providing 
the extra accommodation, the trans¬ 
portation companies compel their 
patrons to go at a certain time on 
certain trains and days, and return 
under like compulsory conditions.

Regarding the issuing of the cer¬ 
tificate wo have sought to make 
everything as convenient for the 
public as possible, consistent with 
safety in protecting the interests of 
transportation companies, A regu¬ 
lar, charge will be pmde for each 
certificate sold:not to exceed the 
sum of one dollar. This will be 
•necessary as a safeguard and to en¬ 
able the companies to keep trace of 
its issue., This will be separate and 
in addition to tli'e price of the ticket 
and will not be refunded under any 
circumstances, as it has no relation 
to the Rebate, for it must be, under¬ 
stood the, Certificate is- not a ticket 
in any sense of the word. All ihaf 
will tje necessary for any marriag- 
able.man, who wants to take advan¬ 
tage of it under the immigration 
ploicy, will be,to ask for.it at any 
regular ticket’office where he buys 
his ticket at the time, when the 
agent will issue him the certificate, 
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wiling t tlio name of the proper 
’ bolder, on the blank headline, stat- 
,j ing the number of llio prdinavy 
j ticket just purchased for theinfor- 
■ mation of Uie auditor, ‘whore from 
and destination,jgivjn'g- price paid

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si bio persons present witness • it. 
Nothing further remains to bo done 
until tlio happy couple arc taking 
I heir departure fof their new west¬ 
ern home. In buying two regular 
liokets the agent asks tho holder to 
nigh it, compares tho signature with 
11# original, sees there has been no 
transfer, signs it himself and stamps 
it. Tho certificate has then served 
its purpose and is a voucher worth 
so much gold to the agent, who 
'lakes credit in his statement and 
sends the /complete form to head-, 
quarters to be filed away as a great

To meet the wants of the masses 
wo propose that the Certificate 
lie placed on sale at all booking-' 
stations and that it be issued at any 
time called for by the patrons of onr 
railways, the same as a marriage 
license. The samo certificate can be 
used for ordinary wedding trips as ‘ 
will be required for colonization 
purposes as already described, only 
the modQf operand^ must necess- 
sarily be somewhat different,.' The 
copyrighted conditions necessitates 
the "certificate being stamped by the 
originating office before marriage, 
hence the'holder must possess the.. 
- certificate otherwise lose the bene¬ 
fit it confers in enabling him to get. 
reduced transportation. In .order to, 
•' make it available to the public, the 
form can be issued at any tiine from 
the office where the woUldfbe bride¬ 
groom and his bride purpose buying 
there tickets for the wedding trip 
...after marriage. He can call per¬ 
sonally or send by a friend, or if at 
a distance simply writes the ticket 
■ agent , enclosing the price of the cer- 
' tificate and does not forget to en¬ 
close a postagerstamp of two to pay 
return postage, when the agent 
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mails him the form, and before 
doing so stamps it and fills in tlm 
name of the applicant, that is all. 
He must not sign his own name as 
a precaution until the holder comes 
and buys two tickets, w hen the 
ticket agent again stamps the certifi¬ 
cate with his official stamp to dis¬ 
tinguish it from those issued 
for colonization purposes and to in¬ 
dicate tire date tickets Were sold. 
Then the same directions apply to 
this Certificate as in the case of the 
other. Whatever the .Rebate allow¬ 
ed by the company issuing it under 
this policy is then specified and 
only obtainable on condition of tile 
holder and Ids bride returning-with¬ 
in six months, when the receiving 
agent honors it as in the colonization 
plan, and it becomes a voucher with¬ 
out any correspondence oh delay 
whatever. Once this system is inau¬ 
gurated and understood it must at¬ 
tract to our great transcontinental 
line^of travel a largely increased 
passenger traffic, because of the 
handsome rebate offered, say from 
$50.00 to $100.00 on the purchasing 
of four tickets across the continent. 
Thus, for the sake of getting the re¬ 
duced rates open to married couples 
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once in ft life time, patrons will 
bo induced to spend more money 
than under the regular passenger 
rates, while many others would bo 
induced to travel that under other 
circumstances would not go at all. 
'J'ho rebates could be increased or 
reduced at the option of tho com¬ 
pany interested. 
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BRIEF HISTORY OF RAILWAYS. 

The origin of these now vast en¬ 
terprises, is traced to a pimple origi¬ 
nal contrivance for the transit of 
coal from the mines in'Northumber¬ 
land, England, and taites ns back to 
some time between 1602 and 1Q49 
but not till about 1702 was there 
any marked advance on the original 
tramway. The invention of the 
steam locomotive, was the work of 
successive geniuses.. Watt first 
demonstrated the practicability of 
steam engines. Richard Trevethick 
' has the merit of inventing the first 
self-acting steam' carriage in Eng¬ 
land in 1801. He took out a patent 
and attracted the attention of thou- 
sands in London by exhibiting his 
novel machine, and in 1804 he uti¬ 
lized his machine by drawing wagons 
on a crude railway; it drew only ten 
tons of bar iron at the rate of five 
miles an hour. George Stephenson 
made such success with his locomo¬ 
tive on the Killingworth tailway in 
1824 that it was afterwards applied 
on the 8 took ton and Darlington 
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i railway for which the first act of 
parliament was, passed. in 1821, 
Stephenson was greatly aided and 
encouraged ‘bv Edward Pease. 
Notwithstanding the proved feasi¬ 
bility of railways the public took 
little interest in their development 
at first. The idea of railway systems 
was first conceived by Thomas Gray 
of Notingham, but ho was no me¬ 
chanic though full of enthusiasm. 
He worked on the exploded idea 
that locomotives, must have cogged 
wheels, the opening of the line be¬ 
tween Liverpool and Manchester 
on the. 15th September,, 1830, which 
was surveyed by Stephenson and 
supplied by several of his improved 
locomotives may be regarded as, the 
first successful inauguration of rail¬ 
ways. In America, as early as 
1782, Oliver Kuans, of Philadelphia, 
patented a steam wagon,-but it was 
not until 1829 that a locomotive > 
was actually running in America 
,> and it was built by George Stephen¬ 
son, the English engineer. The first 
American engine was the "Tom 
Thumb,” constructed by Peter Coop¬ 
er and was placed on the Baltimore 
& Ohio in 1830. This road was 
commenced in 1828, and iu 1831 
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curried more than 80,000 passengers, 
«nd about 6,000 tons of freight- It 
will interest the' reader to know the 
name of tho oldest locomotive engi¬ 
neer in America, if notin the world. 
Henry Gr, fin worth; now of Augusta; 
Georgia; will soon see hie 77th 
birthday if his’ valuable life is spared, 
was born Dee.'15th ,1811, in Charles¬ 
ton, He stood at the lever of the 
“ Best Friend/’ after it had been re¬ 
built and named the "Phoenix". 
This was in 1834 .cm the old South 
( urolina roud. Haworth -has seen 
fifty years of active service and only 
stepped down from the footboard of 
his engine for the last time a few 
years ago. 1 At the close of the 
present year, 1888, there will be 
about 170,000 miles of railway in 
Canada, and the United States. At 
the close of the last fiscal year the 
capital stock of the railways of-the- 
United States amounted to $4,191, 
562 029 , and their total liabilities 
$8,896,^31,214, while their total 
assets Exceeded their liabilities by 
$303,523,301. Railways are now 
the order of the day in all parts of 
the civilized world." Even walled 
China must give place to the strain, 
engine, and it is now announced 
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that a railway is to bo built between 
tbe Mediterranean ami Jerusalem, 
onoo tlio city of the Great King and 
the pride of the whole earth. Change 
care for Jericho, Dan and Jieorsboba 
will soon be heard by the traveller 
visiting the city of Solomonites and 
the humble birth place of the Prince 
of Peace. 

The Kail ways of tho world are to¬ 
day estimated to lie worth five or six 
thousand million pounds starling, 
representing one tenth of the total 
wealth of &11 civilized nations. The 
aggregate plant used in all manufac¬ 
turing industries cannot equal it in 
y^lue, and the capital engaged in 
banking is but a trifle in comparison. 
Take the world’s whole stock of 
money of every kind, gold, silver 
and paper, and it would only p.uo- 
chase a third of its-railroads, such is 
the record of fifty years. What of 
the future.

lb— Yon were unions the pioneers 
of the Canadian Northwest ? Koine 
of the events of those early times 
would he of interest ? 

Mr. L—Yes, 1 went out to that 
I hen “great lone land.” in 1882, that 
was scarcely twelve yeats after 
(leneral W.olseley’s expedition 'to 
old Fort Gary, doling Louis Foil's 
first, rebellion. 1 remember over¬ 
taking the tracklayers on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific jail way on the }2tli of 
•Inly of that year,, a little west of 
the c’ty of Brandon. It was then 
only a canvass town and Winnipeg 
only had a few substantial buildings. 
Look at her-to-day with nearly half 
a million people the great emporium 
of the West. I saw I’e'gina before 
there was a nail drove and heard 
her name, flashed over the electric 
wire for the first time, but it was 
prophetic of her future. There she 
stands to-day, Queen City of the_ 
Plains. Then there is Moose Jaw, 
Medicine Hat, Calgary, ‘ Donald 
and -Vancouver all great centres 
of tiade, that were the erea- 
tiou of our first great railway. 
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Through (.luit wo«ulorfnI agricultural 
COIIIlliy ol’ whose fulu vo m> One 
dreamed now wo luivo three trunk 
linen and n complete not work ol 
rail ways ninl towns springing op 
everywhere. The development nod 
output of our e.onl rumps is romai li¬ 
able. 1 recall how tlio rapid con¬ 
struction of the Canadian I’ucilic 
rail way startled the world, and you 
Knglisii folks seemed especially 
proud of the enterprise of Canadians. 
It was a Ino undertaking, wo:only 
hud some d,00,0,000 people tlntn and 
our neighbors, the United States, 
had about 50,000,000 when they 
eompleted their through line. 

U.—Von must have- recollection 
of the find rebellion ? 

Mr. I-.—Oh ! Yes, it rill comes 
fresh to my memory when you apeak 
about it. That was in the spring of 
US85. It was one of those unfortu¬ 
nate affairs that seem to weave into 
, a nation’s history and from ifr|»ch 
Canadian history is comparatively 
free, still good came out of evil; as a 
young nation we thou for the first 
time showed our-ability to maortge 
our own affairs and demonstrated- 
the pluck and endurance of our 
Canadian volunteers. Yes, I was 
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1 t I,Ik; neat of war and heard the 
first bugle .sound l,lio advance; on to¬ 
wards hish Oeek and liatoehe. Tlio 
hand jduyccl “ The girl 1 loft behind 
mo,” and (tenoral Middleton seemed 
I’i'i/iid of his young soldiers as lie 
nmjJnted liis war charger for the 
/rout, They had hard marching. 
Many hiiigh at our little war but it 
took the same pluck to settle it as 
decided Sedan, (Icttysburgor Water¬ 
loo. brave men died to do it, that’s 
all. 1 was also at Winnipeg whim 
our troop's!■ >eturned ; they looked 
like siddiers. in earnest then with 
lheir war stained uniforms and sun 
burnt faces. Winnipeg gave them 
a loyal reception, but there was one 
hide episode that pleased me im¬ 
mensely. It was the meeting be- 
tw een Cftyjmil Middleton and his 
young wifeim the banks of the lied 
lliver. Th^thing was done so 
whole hearted. »A fond embiace 
after the fortunes of war, uso'dierV 
kiss, there was a meaning in it, and 
his veteran^ cheered him to the echo. 

It.—You must have seen the 
famous rebel leader, Louis Iteil. 

Mr. L—Yes, I saw him on several 
occasions after he was.- a prisoner of 
war; was at jhis trial at begins, also 
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uf his execution on tin: 18th 
Nov., IH8T}r 'J'liis.sii are events never 
to biWorgotten. Canadians wore 
,>mideil in their <>|>iuioiisat tin,! time, 
lint in order to lay tlio foundation 
of a nation law must be vindicated, 
Our Indians bad been excited Ijo 
nnisMicre, valindile lives sneriliceijl, 
and it might have been a terrible' 
alVuir only for the promptness with 
which it was put down. This was; 
oiir last brush with the natives. 
The hand that could smite could 
also save. Our policy has always 
been kindness. The 150,000 Indians 
we then had are now nearly self- 
supporting and largly Christianized ; 
many of them wealthy. Thiity 
years biing about wonderful changes 
and reforms, 

11.—You arc a gieat wheat and 
stock producing country-? 

Air. L.—Y'es, we stand firsty on 
the list of nations in this respect. 
The woihrdon't understand us. but 
)ou see our soil is so prolific, pro¬ 
ducing all the way from 20 to 40 
bushels per acre while other coun¬ 
tries only average from 8 to 15 
bushels of wheat, and ours is of the 
finest quality. Why just think of 
it, last year with our 40,0Q0,000 peo- 
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pic wo laid Hourly 500,000,000 bus¬ 
hels of wheat alone. " Why, wo cun 
almost bread tlio Ilritish JCmjtiru 
with its 425,000,000 people, Then 
wo Imvo supplied you largely with 
nivulry horses and beef for the nu- 
liuu. The facts arc we are begin¬ 
ning to leel pretty fatroog and vigo¬ 
rous as u young nation, and then wo 
liav(! kept quiet and out of trouble 
and comparatively out of debt. 

U.—llow do you account for 
Canada's remarkable growth during 
the last Lhirtv years. 

Mr. L—Various reasons may be 
mentioned. In the first place we 
were always a law abiding people, 
hospitable and with few exceptions 
loyal to oUr flag and institutions, 
whose foundations , were laid with 
master bands. Our statesmen have 
been true to us, thus as a broad 
minded people we have won the re¬ 
spect ot nations. A good name 
goes a long ways. We were never 
disposed to quarrel, our climate is 
too cool for hot heads, but jwhen 
there is any thing to do Canadians 
have always been on hand.to do it 
like men, even to help tlis United 
States toputdown slavery. Yes, Ire- 
member that terrible war and many

There aro few wives to ho lmd 
in tho new land, and lho coat of a joumoy 
back to Ontaiio or Quebec for ono often do- 
layM or piewulN a muon, or leads to one of 
convenience not nearly so worthy ftfl it ought 
to he. The proposal in to tho 0. 1\ 11., for 
instance, to issue rebate cei tilioates for the 
full benefit of alt men, who journey to 
eastern piovmce to many, to he duly al¬ 
lowed for when tlie bndo and groom pur¬ 
chase tickets for theit homo in tho west.
